the legislature.

FALKIRK, Scotland, Oct. 4.—Buried alive for nine 
days, 
five of the 41 miners entombed by an explosion in a coal pit 
here, were rescued today. They were brought to the surface 
in fairly good condition and their remarkable 
escape 
from 
death has raised the hopes of the relatives of others imprisoned. 
The searchers today were redoubling their efforts. 
The first thing the rescued men asked for were cigarettes. 
They said all that they had existed on was water, after the 
first day, when the supply of bread gave out. 
The pit belonged to he James Mimmo company. Seventy 
men were imprisoned by the explosion, but 29 soon escaped 
through an old shaft. Virtually all hope for the remaining men 
had been given up.
